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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1-15, 17-25, 30-34, 37-45 are pending in the Application. 

2. Upon Examining all the claims, generic Claim 1 is deemed allowable, therefore 
withdrawn claims 2-7, 9-11, 13-15, 17-25 ,30-34 that have all the limitations of the genus 
(generic claims 1) will be rejoined and allowed. 

Reason for allowance 

3. Claims 1-15, 17-25, 30-34, 37-45 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reason for allowance: 
None of the references of record teaches or suggests the claimed SPIN-CURRENT 

SWITCHED MAGNETIC MEMORY ELEMENT having the limitations: 

--"said perpendicular magnetic anisotropy component. Hp, comprises one of: 

an interface-induced perpendicular magnetic anisotropy component which originated at an 

interface within a multilayer structure in the free magnetic layer; 

a strain-induced perpendicular magnetic anisotropy component which originated within at least 
one of the fixed magnetic layer and free magnetic layer; and 

a crystalline anisofropy-induced perpendicular anisofropy component which originated within at 
least one of the fixed magnetic layer and free magnetic layer. '-- 

In combination with all other limitations as recited in claims 1, 40, 42.
